Nagpur, the 10 th August 1964 
ORDER 

No. 0-3(34)1 — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-rule (5) of rule 14 of the Gas Cylinders Rules, 1940, 
the Chief Inspector of Explosives in India hereby deter- 
mines the following as the conditions subject to which 
liquefied Petroleum Gases filled in cylinders shall be 
stored, namely : — 

(1) Liquefied Petroleum Gas cylinders shall be kept 
in a storage shed approved in writing by the 
Chief Inspector for the purpose; 

(2) The storage shed shall be constructed of suitable 
non-inflammable material; 

(3) The storage shed shall be provided with an ade- 
quate number of ventilators near the ground 
level and also near, or in the roof, such venti- 
lators having two thicknesses of fine copper or 
other non-corroding metal wire gauze of mesh 
not less than 28 to the linear inch; 

(4) No cylinder shall be stored below ground level 
or on the upper floors; 

(5) Between the storage shed and any building, 
public place, public road or any adjoining pro- 
perty which may be built upon, the following 
minimum distances shall always be maintained 
as a safety zone, namely : —

The fire extinguishers shall be checked by being 
weighed every month. 

(b) Adequate supply of sand shall also be kept near 
the storage shed; 

(9) The site of the storage shed shall have the 
approval in writing of the local Fire Service 
Authorities from the point of view of fire-fight- 
ing; 

(10) The storage shed shall not be used for any other 
purpose; 

(11) The storage shed shall be kept clean at all times 
and the protected area surrounding the storage 
shed shall be kept clean and free from all in- 
flammable material, waste vegetation and rubbish: 

(12) No valve of any cylinder containing Liquefied 
Petroleum Gas shall be opened in the storage 
shed; 

(13) (a) No fire, furnace or other source of heat or 
light other than flame-proof electric light and 
fittings shall be allowed in the storage shed and 
within the safety zone required to be maintained 
under condition (5). 

(b) No person shall smoke in the storage shed or 
carry matches, fuses or other appliances for 
producing ignition in the premises. Conspicuous 
“No Smoking” signs in Hindi, English and the 
regional language shall be pasted or hung up at 
prominent places outside the storage shed; 


(14) Empty cylinders which were being used for stor- 
ing Liquefied Petroleum Gas shall be kept in 
the approved storage shed, unless they have 
been thoroughly cleaned and freed from the in- 
flammable gas; 


(15) (a) In the storage shed, the cylinders,— 

(i) if stored vertically, shall not be stacked more 
than 3 high; or 

(ii) if stored horizontally, shall not be stacked 
more than 5 high in the case of full cylin- 
ders, and 7 high in the case of empty 
cylinders. 

(b) The pile of the cylinders shall be kept stable by 
using chocks at the ends, 


(c) At least 2 feet wide gangway, to permit access 
and manoeuvring of cylinders, shall be left 
between stacks of single or double rows and 
between stacks and walls; 

(16) No storage shed shall be opened and no handling 
of Liquefied Petroleum Gas cylinders shall be 
permitted between sunset and sunrise, except 
where approved electric lighting is exclusively 
used; 

(17) The storage shed shall be in the charge of a 
competent person experienced in the handling of 
Liquefied Petroleum Gas cylinders; 

(18) Adequate precautions shall be taken to prevent 
unauthorised persons from having access to the 
Liquefied Petroleum Gas cylinders kept in the 
storage shed; 

(19) All due precautions shall be taken at all times 
to prevent accidents by fire or explosion; 

(20) Any person storing Liquefied Petroleum Gas 
cylinders, when called upon by a notice in writ- 
ing, to execute any additions, alterations or re- 
pairs to the Liquefied Petroleum Gas storage shed 
which, in the opinion of the inspecting authority, 
are necessary for the safety of the premises, 
shall execute the said additions, alterations or 
repairs within such period, not being less than 
one month from the date of receipt of the notice, 
as may be specified in the notice; 

(21) If the Chief Inspector considers it necessary or 
expedient so to do for avoiding any hardship or 
removing any difficulty that may arise in regard 
to the existing Liquefied Petroleum Gas storage 
sheds as a result of the application of the afore- 
said conditions, he may, by special order, permit 
storage of Liquefied Petroleum Gas cylinders in 
storage sheds, not in conformity with these con- 
ditions for a specified period not exceeding one 
year; 

(22) (a) None of the aforesaid conditions, except 
conditions (8) and (l9) shall apply in respect 
of the storage of Liquefied Petroleum Gas, not 
exceeding 100 Kg. in any one building; 

(b) None of the aforesaid conditions shall apply to 
cylinders in use.

Memorandum on the Rainfall of June & July and the 

Probable Amount during August & September 1964 

New Delhi, the 11th August 1964 
1. Weather in India during June <£ July 

June — The monsoon which had advanced into the 
extreme southeast Bay of Bengal and south Bay Islands 
up to about Lat. 10°N by the end of the first week of 
May, in association with a cyclonic storm, advanced 
further northwards up to about Lat. 15°N by the end of 
that month. The Arabian Sea Branch of the monsoon 
advanced slowly and set in over south Kerala on 5th 
June, about five days later than the normal date. A 
trough of low pressure which appeared over the east central 
Arabian Sea off the Kanara coast moved in a northerly 
direction and progressively intensified into a severe cyclonic 
storm of small extent with a core of hurricane winds by 
11th. Crossing the coast near Naliya on 12th, it rapidly 
weakened and broke up over the Western Himalayas by 
14th. Under its influence, the monsoon rapidly advanced 
northwards and set in over the entire west coast by 12th, 
Heavy rains also occurred in Gujarat State, Rajasthan and 
the Punjab (J). According to press reports tidal waves 
as high as 15 feet and winds of gale force associated with 
the severe cyclonic storm caused large scale destruction of 
public property and life in Saurashtra and Kutch and 
along the Kathiawar coast. 

There was considerable thundershower activity over 
Assam during the first week causing all the rivers there 
to rise in spate. The monsoon advanced into lower 
Assam on 11th and steadily extended into the remaining 
parts of northeast India by 15th. As a result of this, 
heavy rains continued to occur in Assam during th? second 
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week. The monsoon activity was fairly good and sustain- 
ed over northeast India during the second half of the 
month. According to press reports, the Brahmaputra 
rose above danger level at many places m Assam during 
the third week causing damage to standing paddy and jute 
crops over vast areas The Torsa and Teesta in north 
Bengal were also reported to be in high floods during 
the last week 

A low pressure aiea formed over the north west Bay 
of Bengal on 18th and moving inland on 20th persisted 
over northeast Madhya Pradesh and adjoining cast Uttar 
Pradesh from 21st to 25th Under us influence, the 
monsoon extended into east Uttar Pradesh, Gujarat State 
and most parts of Madhya Pradesh by 25th Another low 
pressure area which developed over north Onssa and ad- 
joining Gangetic West Bengal on 29th and lay ovei 
Bihar Plateau on 30th caused active monsoon conditions 
over the central parts of the country, Orissa and Bihar 
State towards the end of the month 

After the initial spell of heavy rains which occurred 
at the time of the setting in of the monsoon over the 
west coast, the monsoon activity there remained weak to 
moderate However, the activity increased appreciably 
over the Konkan and coastal Mysore during the second 
fortnight in association with the movement of the two 
low pressure areas mentioned m the previous paragraph 
The other parts of the Peninsula also received a few spells 
of the showers particularly dunng the last week 

Two feeble western disturbances moving eastwards 
across the Western Himalayas caused a few dust or 
thunderstorms over many parts of northwest India during 
the first week of June Later a spell of good rains 
occurred there in association with the severe cyclonic 
storm from the Arabian Sea which moved as a low towards 
the western Himalayas after crossing the cost The rain- 
fall was particularly heavy in Jammu and Kashmir and 
according to press reports, the water level in the Jhclm 
near Srinagar rose and the J ammu-Snnagar road was 
breached at many places disrupting traffic Mamly dry 
weather prevailed over northwest India during the second 
fortnight During the last week of June the Western 
Himalayas experienced some rainfall due to the advancing 
monsoon current in the low levels 

The month’s rainfall was in large excess in Saurashtra 
and Kutch, in moderate excess in east Madhya Pradesh 
and Payalaseema and m slight excess in the Bay Islands, 
Assam, Sub-Himalayan West Bengal, West Madhya 
Pradesh, the Konkan Vidarbha and South Interior Mysore 
It was normal in Bihar Plateau, Jammu and Kashmir, 
Madhya Maharashtra, Coastal Andhra Pradesh and the 
Arabian Sea Islands It was in slight defect in Himachal 
Pradesh, Rajasthan, Gujarat Region, Telangana and coastal 
and north interior Mysore, in moderate defect m Gangetic 
West Bengal, Onssa, Bihar, Plains, east Uttar Pradesh, the 
Madras State and Kerala and in large defect in west 
Uttar Pradesh, the Punjab (I), and Marathwada 

July — The low pressure area which lay over Bihar 
Plateau and neighbourhood on the last day of the previ- 
ous month moved westwards to Rajasthan and merged 
into the seasonal low by 3rd Another low pressure area 
that formed over the head Bay of Bengal on 2nd intensi- 
fied into a depression by the next day and crossing coast 
on 4th, weakened over west Uttar Pradesh by 7th Under 
their influence, the monsoon extended further northwest- 
wards to cover the entire country by 5th The monsoon 
activity was well maintained over most parts of the country 
during the first week, being strong over the central belt 
of the country from Onssa to Gujarat State and also over 
the Konkan and Kerala Sambalpur recorded an excep- 
tionally heavy fall of 31 cm of rain on 5th 

During the period from 8th to 18th the axis of the 
monsoon trough lay close to the foot of the Himalayas 
on most of the days and as a result of this the monsoon 
activity was more marked over north India with heavy 
to very heavy rams occurring at a number of places in the 
Himalayas and adjoining plains The flood waters of the 
rivers in Assam, north Bihar and the Punjab (I) were 
reported to have inundated low lying areas and damaged 
standing crops The monsoon was weak to moderate 
over the remaining parts of the country during the above 
period 

In association with the movement of a low pressure area 

from Onssa to South Rajasthan during the period 20th 

22nd, the monsoon activity increased over the central parts 
of the country, Gujarat State and over the Peninsula out- 
side the west coast According to press reports 
the flood waters of the Morna river inundated low lying 


areas in Akola district and washed away standing crops 
over an area of about 5,000 acres Another low pressure 
area winch formed over Vidarbha on 24th moved north- 
westwards to the Punjab (I) where it became unimportant 
by 30th Under its influence the monsoon activity was 
maintained over the country except along the west coast 
where rt was weak during the last week 

An unusual spell ot good rams occurred in the Madras 
State and Andhra Pradesh during the last week, in asso 
ciation with the development of a well marked trough of 
low pressure in the south Bay of Bengal on 23rd, which 
moved into the extreme south Peninsula on 29th and 
weakened thereafter The monsoon also began to revive 
its activity along the west coast towards the end of the 
month 

The rainfall during the month was in large excess in 
Sub Himalayan West Bengal, Bihar Plains, West Uttar 
Pradesh, the Punjab (I), West Rajasthan, Rayalaseema, 
the Madras State, South Interior Mysore and the Arabian 
Sea Islands and in moderate excess in Jammu and Kashmir, 
Gujarat Region and north Interior Mysore and in slight 
excess in, Assam, Gangetic West Bengal, Orissa, east 
Uttar Pradesh, Marathwada and Kerala It was normal 
over the Bay Islands, east Madhya Pradesh, Saurashtra and 
Kutch, Madhya Maharashtra and coastal Andhra Pradesh 
It was in slight defect in Bihar Plateau east Rajasthan 
west Madhya Pradesh, the Konkan, Telangana and coastal 
Mysore and in moderate defect in Himachal Piadesh and 
Vidarbha 

June & July— The monsoon set in over south Kerala 
on 5th June, about five days later than the normal date 
and advanced rapidly to cover the entire country by 5th 
July There was fairly good activity of the monsoon in 
the Peninsula and northeast India in June, with heavy 
rains in Assam leadmg to floods particularly during the 
first and third weeks There was a general strengthening 
of the monsoon during the last week of June which conti 
nued during the first week of July During this penod 
the central belt of the countiy from Orissa to Gujarat State 
received good rainfall, floods being reported in Akola dis- 
trict in the first week of July During the period 8th to 
18th July, the monsoon activity was more marked over 
north India with heavy to very heavy rains in the Himalayas 
leadmg to floods in the rivers m Assam, north Bihar and 
the Punjab (I) in the middle of the month There was 
sustained monsoon activity along west coast during the 
second fortnight of June and the first week of July Rain- 
fall activity was pronounced over the rest of the Peninsula 
dunng the second half of July with as unusual spell m 
the Madras State and Andhra Pradesh during the last 
week 

The rainfall during the months of June and July was 
in large excess m the Punjab (I), Rayalaseema and the 
Madras State, m moderate excess in Sub-Himalayan West 
Bengal, West Uttar Pradesh, West Rajasthan and in South 
Interior Mysore and in slight excess in Assam, Bihar 
Plains, Jammu and Kashmir, Gujarat State, north Interim 
Mysore and the Arabian Sea Islands It was noimally in 
the Bay Islands, Gangetic West Bengal, Orissa, Bihar 
Plateau, east Uttar Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh, the Konkan 
Madhya Maharashtra and coastal Andhra Pradesh It 
was in slight defect m east Rajasthan, Marathwada, 
Vidarbha, Telangana, coastal Mysore and Kerala and m 
moderate defect in Himachal Pradesh

A foreshadowing of the monsoon rainfall of June to 
September was issued early in June. Recent data have 
been examined to see if any useful supplementary fore- 
shadowing for the remainder of the season can now he 
given. The relevant data are the following ; — 

Indian Pressure in July — In July pressure was below 
normal in south Peninsula above normal in east Madhya 
Pradesh, Orissa and Coastal West Bengal and nearly 
normal over the rest of the country. 

Indian Ocean Pressure in July— At Mauritius, pressure 
was in excess of normal by 0.8 mb. 

Java Rain — The monthly rainfall departures from 
October 1963 to February 1964 were — 75%, - 55%, —11%, 
— 45% and — 23% respectively. 

South Rhodesia Rain — Rainfall from October 1963 to 
April, 1964 was in defect by 231.4 mm. 

South American Pressure — Pressure departures were as 
follows : — 

Buenos Aires Cordoba Santiago 

June 1964 H 0-68 mb. +0'5 mb. +0-9 mb. 

July 1964 +1' 3 mb. +11 mb. +0'7 mb. 

Punjab Temperature Range — -Departure of the Punjab 
Temperature Range i ( April+May) 1964 was -)-0.6 c C. 

Jndo-Gangettc River Discharges — Mean departure of 
the total river discharges during April and May 1 9b4 
was in defect by 75 (10,000 cusecs). 

3. Inferences from the Data. 

In foreshadowing the August and September rainfall in 
the Peninsula [tuken to consist of Maharashtra, Gujarat, 
Madhya Pradesh, Interior Mysore North, Telangana and 
coastal Mysore (excluding South Kanara)], the chief 
factors in the order of decreasing reliability as judged from 
the available data are Mauritius Pressure, Java Ram, South 
Rhodesia Rain and Indian Pressure. Of the factors, Indian 
pressure and Java Rain were very favourable. South 
Rhodesia rain indifferent and Mauritius pressure very un- 
favourable. The statistical analysis indicates that thetc is 
a four to one chance that the total rainfall of August and 
September 1964 in the Peninsula will lie above 103% of 
the normal. 

For Northwest India (taken to consist of the Uttar 
Pradesh, the Punjab (I). Himachal Pradesh, Delhi and 
Rajasthan), the factors used in the order of decreasing 
reliability, as judged by the available data are Indo- 
Gangetic river discharges, Indian Pressure, Punjab tem- 
perature range, South Rhodesia Rain and South American 
Pressure. This year South American Pressure and South 
Rhodesia Rain both are very favourable, Indo-Gangctic 
river discharges favourable, Indian pressure slightly favour- 
able and Punjab temperature range unfavourable. The 
statistical analysis indicates that there is a four to one 
chance that the total rainfall of August and September, 


4. Summary. 

The total rainfall during August and September, 1964 
is likely to be normal both in Peninsula and Northwest 
India.
